Leonard store in tin tov, n of Para­ 
dise. 
Sheriff \V. M. Workman was 
notified of the tragedy immediately 
and

justle* of this precinct, and County 
Attorney P. L. Getty s. 
Mr. Burnett 
surrc'cder* d to the sheriff, and after 
an inquest wa* conducted by the jus­ 
tice, anc investigation made by the 
county attorney’, <h* 
officer*, with 
Ar. Burnett, returned to Decatur. 
A preliminary trial uhs waived and 
Burnett wa* bound O' * r to await the 
action ol th* grand jury in the' sum 
of $5,000 in each ca** . 
Mr. Burnett 
will plead self-defense as his motive 
ii killing the Steel* r brothers, and 
th* law firm of McMurray and Gcttys 
will represent him in the court. 
Many conflicting stories of tho 
shooting, which occurred over the 
administration of the estate left by 
P. F. Steele, father of the men who 
were killed, who died about one year 
ago, but the Messenger believes it has 
secured what is said by many to be 
a true and correct story of the sad 
affair. 
According to an eye-witness, who 
was standing within a few feet of the 
victims, talking to Wayne Steele, the 
youngest of the four brothers, Tom 
and Arthur Steele were seated on the 
concrete porch of a store next to the 
barber shop, which is operated by 
Orville Burnett, elder son of Tom 
Burnett, when Burnett approached 
from 
across 
the 
street. 
Buford 
Steele, another brother, was standing 
in the front part of the Taylor & 
Leonard store. 
When within a few 
feet of the Steeles, seated on (he 
porch, Burnett opened fire with a 
thirty-eight calibre automatic pistol. 
At the first shot the Steeles jumped 
up, Tom going down the street and 
entering the Taylor & Leonard store, 
and Arthur ran down the side of the 
store building. 
Burnett’s first shot 
•mortally wounded Tom Steele and 
when he entered the store, he sought 
cover under a counter. 
Burnett pur­ 
sued Arthur until he disappeared 
astound the corner, firing at him sev­ 
eral times, and then ne returned to 
the front entrance of the Taylor ic 
Leonard store, seeking Tom Steele. 


As Burnett entered th*; store. Arthur 
Steele came in the back door. 
Steele 
grabbed hold of Leonard, on** of the 
proprietors of the store, and endeav­ 
ored to use him as a shield against 
B urnett’s attack. 
Burnett rushed at 
him and shot st \era! times over aud 
under 
the arms cl 
Leonard, the 
bullets ent* ring the chest and side 
of Steele. 
The mortally wounded 
man sank down and fell across a 
box, expiring as he uttered, “Oh, my 
God.” 
Burnett then went back to 
where Tom Steele 
Lay 
under the 
counter and fired some more shots 
from a second pistol which had been 
hand* d him by his son, Orville, and 
in a few minutes Steele was in his 
death struggle. 
When the shooting began, Wayne 
Steele, who was talking to L. L. Bur- 
ress, ran down the road and obtained 
an automobile and started for home 
in it. 
Buford, who was inside the 
store, Jan across the street, dodged 
between two store buildings and in­ 
tercept* d his brother In the automo­ 
bile and together they drove to their 
home. 
The estate that caused the original 
ill-feeling was not large, consisting 
of perhaps one hundred and fifty 
acres of red sandy land, valued at 
about $4,500, according to Burnett. 
According to his attorneys, the bitter­ 
ness arose when the sons-in-law of 
the elder Steele had the bond of the 
adm inistrator set aside on the ground 
that the four brothers were dissipat­ 
ing the property and a new admin­ 
istrator appointed. 
Arthur lived a short distance south 
of Paradise. 
Tom has no particular 
home, it is said, but 
has moved 
around over the country considerable 
He was indicted in connection with 
a $3,000 train robbery at Enid, Ok la 
boma, several years ago. but was 
acquitted. 
Buford and Wayne, nick­ 
named “ Preacher” by the younger 
boys of the town, lived with their 
motlier about two miles northwest O’ 
Paradise. 
A paper package which was esti­ 
mated to have contained from two 
to five pounds of arsenic was fished 
out of the well after Mrs. Burnett 
and some children in the neighbor­ 
hood had become ill after drinking 
the 
water. 
Analysis 
showed 
the 
nature of the poison, and the well 
is now kept pad-locked. 
When Mrs. Burnett went out to 
the well, which is of the drilled type, 
on the morning of March 30th, she 
found the bucket leaning against the 
wooden frame, altho it was Burnett's

FLAME DESTROYED 
HOME IN DECATUR 


Friday afteroon about three o'clock* 
fire completely destroyed the house 
and its contents of P. L. Jones on 
East Walnut street. 
When the alarm 
was turned, in the flames were raging 
in the ceiling and roof of the house. 
The department turned out promptly, 
but the fire had gained such headway 
the firemen’s efforts were confined 
to keeping the fire from spreading to 
near-by buildings. Almost everything 
in the house was lost. 
The origin of the fire is supposed 
to have been combustion of a rat 
poison that had been scattered in the 
walls and ceiling of the house.

one was at home at the time of the 
fire.
